Washington, June 2 —(/P)—A poll 


•of the senate banking committee 
showed today that a bare majori- 
ty of its members, seven out of 
13, favor continuing federal rent 
controls — and then for only 
six 


months. 


The committee starts voting to- 


day on a number of proposals call- 
ing for extension of the 
federal 


ceilings. 


One of these measures, backed 


by President Truman, calls 
ior 


another full year o£ the controls. 
But an advance check of commit- 
tee members indicated practically 
no chance 
that 
any 
such 
bill 


would get the group's support. 


Of the six senators who favored 


a six-month extension beyond the 
end of this month — when present 
controls expire — some said they 
would go along with a provision 
calling for another 
half-year of 


ceilings for those cities or states 
which specifically asked for them. 


That would conform with a bill 


now due for a Junel 2 vote in the 
house. 


Meantime, H o u s i ng Expedier 


Tighe Woods, whose agency adm- 
ministers the federal controls, was 
faced with the need for immedi- 
ate action to prevent the firing of 
most of his workers.

yesterday. Company and union 
spokesmen said 13,067 were eligi- 
ble to vote in the East Pittsburgh 
plant, and that 11,713 cast ballots. 


The result, being certified to the 


national labor relations board of- 
fice at Baltimore, gave the CIO- 
International Union of 
Electrical 


Workers (Independent). That gave 
the CIO union the right to act as 
bargaining agent for workers 
at 


the plant. 


The figures, which company and 


checked with local offices of

NLRB, were: 5,964 votes for 
the 


IUE and 5,706 for the UE. 


In another run-off election at the 


same plant, pattern-makers chose 
the AFL Patternmakers League of 
North America as their bargain- 
ing agent. Of 
107 eligible, 
106 


voted. Fifty-five chose the Pattern- 
makers' League, and 50 desired to 
be represented by the IUE. One 
ballot was voided.

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Acheson Urges

Washington. June 2 —(/P)— Sec- 
retary of State Acheson t o d a y 
urged congress to approve a new 
$1,222,50,000,000 foreign arms aid 
program to help free peoples pro- 
test 
themselves 
against 
"those 


who would enslave them." 


Acheson said the United States 


must continue its military assist- 
ance to Western Europe in order 
to preserve the North A t l a n t i c 
area from aggression. 


He said the Western, anti-Com- 


munist coalition already has made 
great progress in economic and po- 
litical cooperation and in defense 
preparations. 


But, the secretary said sharply: 


"If any one of us let down, 
or 


slacken our 
efforts, 
the 
result 


could well be disaster. Only 
by 


forceful, concerted 
action 
along 


the lines which have been initiated 
can the countries which practice 
democracy preserve democracy." 


Acheson's 
prepared 
testimony 


was presented to a joint session of 
the senate foreign relations 
and 


armed services committee. 


It followed by a day President 


Truman's message 
asking con- 


gress for the new funds to 
keep 


flowing the $1,314,010,000 of Amer- 
ican munitions already being sent 
abroad in this fiscal year. 
The 


new money would provide 
arms 


aid for the fiscal year beginning 
July 1. 


Mr. Truman called the 
aid 
a 


"dynamic program of constructive 
action x x to expand the freedom 
and increase the well-being of all 
free people." 


The 
President's 
statement 
in 


support of his request was 
far 


more heated than the one Acheson 
presented today. Mr. Truman de- 
clared bluntly that the Soviet Com- 
munists are threatening free na- 
tions everywhere and the urgent 
need to reinforce "the ramparts of 
freedom x x x has never been more 
plain." 


Later in the day Mr. 
Truman 


followed up his message to con- 
gress with a news conference com- 
ment that he thinks the world 
is 


nearer peace today than it

been at any time..during the past 
five years.

homes and one Catholic church." 


A schoolhouse also was reportc- 


ed demolished but this was uncon- 
firmed. The area damaged was on 
the northern side of the lava flow, 
which he said was one mile wide.
